Subscription Aikonnting to About

$95,000 Will Be Used to Pay
Off Church Mortgages.

Rev. Dr. Charles Wood, pastor of the
Church of tho Covenant, reported at ye
terdays meeting of the Washington
Presbytery, held at the First Presby-
terian Church, Jn John Marshall Place,
that.sufficlent funds had been subscribed.
to raise the mortgages resting on soma
of the Presbyterian churches in this
city, making them free of debt when
the subscriptions are paid In.

The subscriptions amount to about
Rev. Dr. Donald C, MacLeod, pas-

tor of the First Presbyterian Church,
and Rev. Paul R. Hlckok, pastor of tho
Metropolitan Presbyterian Church, were
appointed as additional trustees of the
church mortgage fund.
,Rev. Dr. Marshall, of the West Presby-retl-

Church, acted as moderator dur-
ing part of the session, relinquishing the
chair to Elder Harry K. Simpson, vice
moderator.

After a debate lasting three hours, the
Presbytery decided to Incorporate Into
Its organic life an office to be called
the "Moderator's Council, ' to consist of
the moderator, the vlco mouerator, the
stated clerk, the permanent clerk, and
three other ministers, elected for three
j ears, nnd not eligible for

Tb this moderator's council will be
all business of the Presbytery ac-

cumulating between the meetings of the
Presbytery.

The situation cannot be re-

By many of
the Vicuna newspapers war Is regarded
as the only solution of the entangled
controversy.

Adding to the complexities of the situ
ation, Servla has offended Italy by quar
tering a regiment of troops who recently

Greece Opposes Peace,
A new obstacle to the signing of the

arrrlttlce between the allies and Turkey
has appeared In the unqualified opposi-
tion of Greece, which country, as of all.
Is In favor of fighting tho war out to a
finish, and, if a, settlement Is to be ar-

ranged. Insists that Adrlanople. Scutari,
Janlna, and the other more Important
fortresses be unconditionally surrender-
ed. A. Thomas Ramonos, Greek Minis-
ter to France, told Premier Polncalre to
day that If the provisioning of these
fortresses Is permitted Turkey would
then be In a position to push the war
vigorously In tho event of the negotiat-
ing for permanent peace falling

Two estimates of the total Bulgarian
losses In the war, which may be consid-
ered as dependable, were received aj

An official dispatch from Vienna
places the number of Bulgarian dead at
16. M0 and tho correspondent of the Ber-
lin Tageblstt puts the number of dead
at 10,000 and the wounded at 60.0CO

EXPECT ARMISTICE

DECISION BY WEDNESDAY

London, Dec I. A definite conclusion
regarding the armistice was assured for
Wednesday at the latest, and yssibly
Tucsdav, when the plenipotentiaries at
TchataJJa adjourned late this afternoon
after a long conference Official dispatch.
es from Sofia to night convey the fore
going Information King Ferdinand, ac-
companied b his staff und the minister
of finance have left for Tchataijs, to be
at the cene of the negotiations when the
armistice is signed

It Is understood that the Bulgarians
have discovered a large store of wheat
at Dedeagatch, and therefore will drop
their claim to control of the Adrlanople
Railwaj Turkey, on the other hand
will drop the demand to be allowed to
provision the garrison at Adrlanople
Several other points of minor Impor-
tance have been settled.

Only the Greeks now stand In the way
of peace, but their desire to continue the
war will be quickly overcome by Bul-

garia, hervla, and Montenegro
The Bulgarians have proposed Sofia as

the place of holding the peace conference
the Turks prefer Constantinople and the
Greeks have suggested Constantinople

A dispatch from Sofia to night states
Bulgaria Is exerting every effort to avert
a war between Servla and Austria The
dispatch reads

Bulgaria s standpoint is that the Bal-

kan league cannot be drawn Into a war
by a single member, and Bulgaria Is In-

clined to refuse to participate In a war
brought about in that wav '

The dispatch states further that Tur-k- e

s willingness to accept
concessions has aroupra the suspicions
of the allies, who fear Turkey s real mo-

tive Is to have Europe overthrow peace
In her favor In the meantime, to be
ready for anv contlngencj, the armies
of the allies will be kept up to their
highest fighting efflclenci
